English Opera House. 

Last night, a new Drama was produced at this Theatre, entitled 
The Serjeant's Wife. It is from the pen of Mr. Bingham, author of 
TheDeath-Fetch ; and though the subject has been often written upon, 
and is before the public in a hundred ways, yet Mr. Bingham has con- 
trived to produce a Drama of very powerfal interest. Lisette, the 
Serjeant’s Wife, (Miss Kelly) has been left by her husband ill in Spain, 
she has recovered, and arrives in France on her way to rejoin him at 
Tours; having expended her money, she is obliged to journey on foot ; 
on the road, she is rescued from a ruffian by an old soldier, travelling 
in the disguise of a pedlar, played. by Bartley, and they together seek 
refuge for the night in a ruined Chateau, inhabited by the villain from 
whom Lisette has been rescued, and his brother, together with two 
simple servants, who are locked up in a distant part of the ruins, while 
their masters dispatch those defenceles travellers, who may happeh to 
fall in their way ; at the moment Lisette and her protector seek re- 
fuge in the rains, these simple rustics have, by means of entering a 
forbidden chamber, discovered the character of their masters, and are 
consequently anxious to put the traveliers on their guard; they suc- 
ceed with Lisette, but her companion, Old Cartouch, is of so trusting 
a nature, that they cannot awaken his suspicions; the old man is made 
drunk, and a sleeping potion administered to Lisette, but she is pre- 
vented drinking it by Margot, the attendant, (Miss Goward) who also 
enters her chamber at midnight, and informs her of the intention of 
the ruffians to murder the old man, who is sleeping in the next cham- 
ber to Lisette’s, the walls of which are so dilapidated that she sees 
through the crevices the horrid preparations for the murder of her 
companion, which is only prevented by the sudden arrival at the Cha- 
teau of Frederick Cartouch, (Mr. Pearman) the husband of Lissette, 
with two of his comrades in search of her; they, however, quit the 
Chateau without being aware of Lisette’s or the old man’s situation, 
who effect their escapes by different stratagems, and almost at the 
same moment ; they overtake the Serjeant and his party, and, retarn- 
ing with them, secure the murderers. Our readers will see that a story 
similar to this,has been the ground work of many a melo-drama before 
this, yet the powerfully dramatic situations, and the admirable acting

of the performers, excited an absorbing interest in the audience, which 
we never saw surpassed; the breathless stillness with which the piece 
was listened to, was often interrupted by the most rapturous bursts of 
applause. The music is pretty, and is the production, we hear, of Mr. 
Goss ; it does him great credit, but it is, in this drama, terribly mis- 
placed ; excepting one song of Miss Goward’s, which is made the ve- 
hicle to inform Lisette of her danger from drinking the potion offered 
her, the music has no affinity with the dialogue or story, and might, we 
think, be omitted with great advantage to the piece, which possesses 
an interest so deep and powerful, that it is only injured by the intro- 
duction of the music. 

Of the acting it is impossible, generally, to speak too highly: Bart- 
ley did the warm-hearted old Soldier,Cartouch, in his best manner, and 
no one on the stage could have done it better; while MissKelly exerted 
all her unrivalled powers of pathos, with an effect truly electrical : 
Miss Goward to fully divided the applause of the audience with 
Miss Kelly ; and we cannot pay this very interesting young actress a 
higher compliment than saying she fully merited such a distinction; her 
execution of the song we have before alluded to was very delightful, 
but we have not space to day to comment on the many beauties of 
both hers and Miss Kelly’s acting —Keeley played the Husband of 
“Margot; the character is almost too simple, and Keeley made it even 
more simple, still yet with now and then a vein of most exquisite Co- 
medy ; he will improve on repetition we have little doubt.—The piece 
was announced for repetition every evening, this week, amidst enthusi- 
astic applause; we have no doubt but that it will provea great attrac- 
tion.—Lying made Easy, and The Cornish Miners concluded.—The
